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As to the Chronology, I have endeavoured to 
make it correct; and herein fixed upon the Era 
of the World as the more eaſy Computation 
for common Capacities ; for whoſe farther In- 
formation it may not be improper, in this Place, 
to wn what is mean d by Chronology, and by 

moſt of thoſe different Aras and E. 
which were made Uſe of in the World, thro* 
the Series of this Hiſtory. 


Chronology is the Doftrine of Times, ras 
and Epochas. An ra or Epocha, is a fixed 
Point in Hiſtory, grounded upon ſome fignal E- 
vent, and made Uſe F in Chranology, to begin 
to compute Years : theſe there are three 
Sorts, Sacred, Ecclefiaſtical, and Civil or Political. 
Sacred Epochas are thoſe we take from the Bible, 
as the Creation, Deluge, Foundation of the 
Temple, &c. Ecclefiaftical Epochas are taken 
from Authors who bave written the Hiſtory of 
the Church, fince Our Saviour ; Birth. Civil 
or Political Eras, are thoſe which regard the 
Empires and Monarchies of the World; as 
the taking of Troy by the Grecians 3 the build- 
i ing of Rome, Sc. The Era of the Seleucidæ, 
from whence the Macedonians began to reckon 
I wtheir Years, begins at the Reign of Seleucus 
Nicanor, one =. Alexander's Captains. The 
Philipic Era, of the Egyptians, commenced 
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from the Death of Alexander, Sc. which ſee 
hereafter. 


An Olympiad, which was the Epocha of 


the Grecians, contains the Space of four Years, 
which they reckoned from one Celebration of the 


Olympic Games to another. _ Theſe Games 
were inſtituted by Iphitus, to the Honour of 


Hercules, and celebrated about July 19, every 
fifth Year, at a Town in Elis, in the Pelo- 
ponneſus (now the Morea) called Olympia. 


The Solar Cycle is a Revolution of 
eight Tears, after which the Letters which 
mark the Sundays, and other Holydays, return 
to their original Order. The Sun bas ncthing 
to do with this Revolution ; but it is talled 
Solar, becauſe the Sunday, whoſe Letter we 

are in Search of, is by Aſtronomers called Dies 
Solis, i. e. The Day of the Sun. The Lu- 


nar Cycle, or Golden Number, ig a Space of 


nineteen Years, invented by Meto, an Athenian, 
who obſerved, at the End of that Time, the 
Moon began the ſame Lunations over again. 
Indiction, formerly in Uſe among the Romans, 
contains a Revolution of fifteen Years. It is 
till uſed in Apoſtolical Bulls and Reſcripts. 


The Julian Period is 4 Space of Time con- 
taining 7980 Tears, mud Juli Saler, 
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ompoſed of the Solar Cycle, of twenty- 
2 Tears; the Lunar Cycle of nineteen ; 
and the Indiction of fifteen Years : Theſe 
Numbers multiplied together, make 7980 ; but 


with the Uſe of this I ſhall not Puzzle the 
Reader. 


An Age, or Century, is the Space of a 
hundred Tears; and a Luſtrum is the Space of 
froe Years, ſeldom uſed but in Poetry. An Ana- 
chroniſm is an Error or Miſtate in the Compu- 
tation of Time: Of this, Virgil is guilty in 
making Dido and Eneas Cotemporaries, whore- 
as they lived three bundred Years diſtant. 


We bave at preſent two Chriſtian Eras : 
The Vulgar Era, whoſe Author was Dionyſius 
Exiguus, 4 learned Mont; be flouriſhed about 
the Fifth Century, and, in Reſpet? to Our Sa- 
viour*s Birth, thought fit that Chriſtians ſhould 
begin to reckon their Years from the Birth of 
the Meſſiah. His Defign was approved of and 


followed : Hence it is we uſe this Form in public 


Bufineſs and 3 viz. In the Year of 
our Lord, 1739. But it is certain, this 
Vulgar Era is fl Years ſhort of the Birth of 
Chriſt, and that the ſecond Chriſtian Ara 
(which we have endeavoured to follow) is the 
true one, which begins four Years before the 
Vulgar ; ſo that this preſent Year inſtead of 


1739. 
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1739, ſhould be 1743. Thus much for the 
Service of the young Reader. 


It remains for me to make ſome Apology for 
one Freedom taken thro” the Courſe of this 
Treatiſe ; that is, by ſometimes propofm 
Queſtions,. to illuſtrate certain Fatts, of which 
there is little or no previous Mention; and at 
other Times by inſerting intervening Inci- 
dents, not immediately anſwering the Pueſtion 
propoſed. As this was found a ſerviceable 
Method to ſhorten the Work, and done with 
Defign to include as much Hiſtory as poſſible 
within ſuch Interrogatories and Reſponſes, I 
humbly hope it will be deem'd excuſable by all 
ingenuous Readers, as will alſo the Errors of 
the Preſs.

. He went to Ramath, prepared a Banquet, and 
ſtood at the Gate of the City; and there came to him 
a Perſon named Saul, whom Samuel had never before 
ſeen ; but God made him know it was the ſame he had 
foretold him of: Saul meetii:g Samuel in the Gate, asked 
him, in what Part of the City the Scer dwelt, for he 
was in ſearch of his Father's Aſſes, and not of a King- 
dom. 

Q. What Anfeer was made by Samuel to Saul? 

A. He told ham he was the Man he ſought, and de- 
ſired him to go before him to the Hieb Place, when 
Samuel p him according to his Degree ; conferred 
with him about the Affairs of the Kingdom, and the 
next Morning anointed him King of 7/-ael. 

Q. ” ang this, did Saul return Home again? 

A. Yes; and Samuel foretold him every Incident he

A. The People were ſo far in Love with their new 
King, that now they threatned to kill thoſe, who mur- 
mured againſt his Election; after this the Army removed, 
and Samuel ſummoned the People to meet at Gil gal, where 
they again confirmed Saul's Title; and to ſtrengthen 
himſelf he took a Guard of 3000 choſen Men, and aſ-

Q. What other Exploits were done by Saul and Jona- 
than ? 


A. Ir Garriſon of the Philiſtines, 
great! voked them, th together 30,000

this ſudden Invaſion fo terrified the Iyaelites, that ſome 
hid themſelves in Caves, and others fled over Jordan; 
but Saul, by SamuePs Appointment, with 2000 of his 
Guards, and many other People, ſtaid at Gifgal, in Ben- 
jamin.

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Q. Hew was Saul ordered to tarry here? | Arno 

A. Seven Days; but when the laſt Day was in part Mun. 
ſpent, and he perceived his Soldiers to define him; he wad 
removed, and hereby acted in diſobedience to God's Com- 
mand, as delivered to him by Samuel; who ſharply re- 
proved him for it, and told him the Kingdom ſhould be 
taken from his Poſterity, and be given to another. 

Q. Whether did Saul go from Gilgal ? | 

A. When Samuel was come to hun, they returned to 
Gibeah, and there Saul took a View of his Army, and 
found it to conſiſt only of 600 Men, the reſt having de- 
ſerted, and there was neither Sword or Spear, but only 
in the Hand of Saul, and his Son Jonathan; for the 
Philiſtines had not left them a Smith in all M ael. 

Q. Did they attempt any Thing againſt the Philiſtines, 
auhile they æuere in this deſperate Condition? 

A. Saul kevt himſelf in his own City of Gibeab, as 
a Place of Strength; bat Jonathan encouraged by God, 
ſcaled a Mountain, whereon a Company of Philiſtines 
were lodged, (their main Army being encamped in a 
Plain adjoiniag) and with his Eſquire only, flew twenty 
cf them, whereon the main Body, ignorant of the Cauſe, 
fled in Confuſion, and through Fear and Jealouſy, flew 
one another; and Saul himſelf being appriſed of this 
Diſorder amongſt the Enemy, attacked them in their 
Flight, and obtained a glorious Victory over them. 

Q. Was net Saul greatly encouraged by this unexpected 
Victory, over the Philiſtines ? : | 

A. Yes; and the Philiſtine from this overthrow, 
keeping themſelves quiet for ſome Time, Sau ſubdued 
the Ammonites, Edamites, Moabites, and the Arabians of 
Zcbah ; and now on aſſembling his Forces, he could muſ- 
ter 210,000 Men. 

Q. What was the next Enterprize he attempted with 
this Army? 

A. On the Command of. God, given to him by 
Samuel, he invaded Amalcc, and deitroyed all that Part 2930 
of Arabia Perræa, from Havilab, towards Tygeris, unto 
Shur, which bordereth upon Egypt ; but whereas 'Sau/ 
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Anno was inſtructed by Samuel, to deſtroy this Nation without

Compaſſion ; he not only ſpared Agag, but reſerved the 


beſt of the Beaffs and Spoil of the Country, under Pre-

tence of offering them in Sacrifice to the living God. 

Q. How was Saul puniſhed for this, his ſecond Diſo- 
bedience ? | 

A. Samuel told him, God would take ' the Crown 
from him; and after this he cut Agag to Pieces before 
the Lord at Giga, then departed to — and came 
no more to ſee Saul, untill the Day of his Death. 

Q. What other Occurences are recorded of Saul, after 
this his Rejection? | 

A. Samuel by God's Direction, having anointed Dawid, 
one of the Sons of Mai, King over Mael, the Philiſtine: 
reſolved on another 'Trial of their Fortunes, and marcked 
againſt Sau; when after ſome Skirmiſhes, it was 
to decide the Matter by a fingle Combat: Here Goliab, 
of Gath, a mighty Grant, undertook to defie the whole 
Army of Jfracl, and made way for David, whom 
Samuel had anointed, to have a famous Entrance in 
publick Notice of the People. | 

Q. How did David engage with this Champion ? 

A. With no other Arms, defenſive or offenſive, than 
a Sling and a Stone, he overthrew this haughty Giant, 
and with his own Sword, ſtruck off his Head, whereupon 
the P>:/iftines fled. | | 

. Did not David, by being anointed King, before the 
Death of Saul, and by this Action, draw upon himſelf the 
Indignation of his Maſter ? 

. Saul ſought ſible Means to deſtroy him ; 
and murdered Abimilech for relieving him, and would 
have ſlain his own Som for pleading his Innocency ; and the 
more to expreſs his Impiety towards God. he went for 


2950 Counſel to the Witch of Ender ; but ſoon after, he, his 


three Sons, and his faithfulleſt Servants, were ſlain by 
the Philiſtines, and their Bodies were hung over the 
Walls of Beth/an, till they were ſtolen and buried by 
the gratcful Gileadites. |

A. About the 11th of Samuel, /Eneas Sylvius, the 
Son of Poſthumas, began his Reign over the Latines, in 
Alba ; and Derckus in Affria ; in this Age alſo, the 
Dyres obtained Pelporne ſis. 

Q. Who were theſe People called Dores ? 

A. Greece was anciently poſſeſſed by three Tribes, the 
DBaians, Dorians, and oliant; at | it was called 
Hellas, and the People Hellencs, from Hellen, the Son of 
Deucaiion, Lord of the Country Phtbiotis in Theſſahs. 
Heller begat three Sons, Xuthus, Dorus, and Talus, the 
former being baniſhed by his Brethren, came to Atbent, 
and married the Daughter of King Erictbeus, and by her 
had two Sons, Aches and n; Acherus fled into Pek- 
ponnef#s, and ſeating himſelf in Laconia, gave Name to 
that —_ 

. What became of thoſe who took their Names from 
Dorus, olus, and lon ? 

A. The Hol, inhabited Bæotia: The Dores after 
leaving The/aly, ſeated themſelves about Parnaſſus, and 
at length became Maſters of the Countries round Lace- 
Amen un married Helice, the Daughter of Solinus, 
King of Sciania, and built Ægialia; but at this Tas, 
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Anno the Dores aſſiſting the Heraclidæ, drove both the Hues and 
Mun. Ac hæant, out of Lacoria and Peloponneſus. | 
Q. Who wee the Heraclide ? 

A. They were of the Race of Hercules, whoſe De- 
ſcendants ſicld the Kingdom of Sparta 700 Years. 
Strange Things are told of their Father Hercules, and 
his twelve great Lab-urs, which muſt be Allgoricalhy 
underſiood ; for there ſeems to be many Perſons called 
Hercules, all whoſe Exploits, were aſcribed by the Greeks 
to the Son of Almena. 

Q. What other famous Men lived in this Ape? 

. Homir and Hefod. Hamer was un excellent end 
learned Poet ; but there are many different Opinions con- 
cerning the Time when he lived. He was called Me- 
lefigenes, from the Place of his Birth; and at length 
Homer, from his being blind in his latter Days, becauſe 
blind Men follow a Guide, which ſignif cation among 
Others, is in the Verb, à unęciv. And it ſeems as if he 
and Heſad were Cotemporanes. 

Q. What Oppoſitiom did David meet <vith in Iſrael, 
after the Death of Saul? 

A. Abner, who was Saus General, ſet up Ihbofocth 
againſt him; and Dæ vid only made a deferſeve War, till 

paſſed Jordan; but then ſent his chief Commander 

Joab after him, where they came toa Battle in which 

Abner loſt 360 Men, and FJoab but 20, whereof 
Aſahel his Brother was one. 

Q. Did this Victory put an End to the Civil War? 

A. No; it laſted ſome Years after; but at lergth 
Abner being reconciled to David, was murdered by cab: 
on which 1Þboſeth's: Party deſpairing of future Succeſs, 

2956 flew him alſo, and fled to Dawid, preſenting his Head 


to him. . 
Q. Were theſe two Murders occaſion'd by David's 
Order? 


A. Neither of them; for he much lamented the 
Death of Abner, with this public Znprecation : Let his 


Blod fall on the Head of Joab, and all bis Father's Hou, 
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Se. And he ordered the two Captains who brought the A 
Head of Hoboſteth, to be put to Death. Mun. 

Q. What was the tft Enterprixe David undertook — 
«when he was efabliſbed in the Kingdam? 

A. He firſt marched againſt the FJ ebufites, and ha- 

ving made himſelf Mafter, of Fort Zion, (which was 
afterwards called the City of Dai he became Lord of 
Terufalcm, and expelled them out of that City.

Q. What Reaſon mov'd the Athenians ts change their 
Government ? 

A. When the Grecians of Doris asked Councel of 
the Oracle for Succeſs in their Wars againſt the Athenians, 
it was anſwered, That they ſhould undoubtedly conquer 
them, when they could obtain any Victory, and preſerve 
the Athenian King alive; of which Codrus being in- 
formed, entered the Camp of the De viane, and killed 
the firſt Man lle met, and was atterwards cut to 
Foes. -- 

Q. Go on with Acconnts of other Places. 

A. Ixim reigned at Corinth, and Agie at Loced amen; 
He, on the Citizens of Helis in Lacenia icfuſing to 
pay him Tribute, condemned them and theirs to per- 

tual Slavery ; and all that afterwards were brought 
into the ſame Bondage, were called Hehtes, or Slaxes. 

Q Whence came the Original of the Word Slave now 
in uſe amonyſt us ? 

A. From the Sclavi, who coming out of Sarmatia, 
now called Ria, conquered 1/hria, and there ſettled, 
calling themſelves Slaves, which ſignifies in that Lan- 
guage, Glorious; but being driven out thence by the 
Lalians, and many taken Captive, they were called 
alſo Slaves by way of Reproach, in which Senſe the 
Word is now current in many Countries. 

Q. How did Solomon act on his aſcending the Throne 
of David ? 

A. He firſt put to Death his Brother Adonijab, and diſ- 
placed Abiather, who had been af his Party when he at- 
tempted to ſecure the Crown to himſelf: Thus having eſta-

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bliſhed himſelf in the Kingdom, he took the Daughter of Anno 
V aphres, King of Egypt, to Wife, and offered a Thouſand Mur. 
Sacrifices 1. where God appeared to him in a 
Dream, and bid him demand what he would at his 
i Hands. 
ö Q. bat did Solomon require on this Grant ? 

A. He choſe Wiſdom, with which Requeſt God was 
well pleaſed, and ſaid, Behold, I have done according to thy 
Word. After this, in the 4th Year of his Reign, he 2992 
made a League with Hiram, King of Tyre, from whom 
he had many Materials for building the King's Palace 
and the Temple of God. which he finiſhed in 8 Years. 


Q How many Workmen did he employ in theſe 
B 


? 
A. He had 30,000 Carpenters employ'd in cutting 
and ſquaring the Cedars ; he alſo uſed 80,000 Maſons, 

and 70,000 Labourers, beſides 3300 Maſters or Over- 
foers of the Work ; fo that he paid in all 183,000 
Men; in which Number the Artficers which he had 
from Hiram, King of Tyre, were included. 

Q. Of what Form was the Temple built, and how 3000 
fituated ? 

A. It ſtood upon a Mountain, and was built of po- 
liſh'd white Marble, exactly a Square of 4 Furlongs in 
Compaſs, or a F 2 Length on every Side, and

A. "The Golden Frfſels were 340,000, the Silver 
470,000 ; the Chief of which were for the Orna-

A. The A of the Covenant, which was a ſmall 
Cheſt covered with Gold, both within and without, of 
two Cubits and a half long, one Cubit and a half 
high, and the ſame broad. : :

A. Over it was the Mercy-Seat, made of ſolid Gold, 
and of the Thickneſs (ſay the Rabbins) of a Hands 
Breadth : At the two Ends of this Cover were two 
Ckerubins, looking inward to each other, with Wings 
expanded, which embracing the whole Circumference 
of the Aercy-Seat, did meet on each Side in the Middle.

Q. But has it not been particulnrly obſerved, that ſome 
of theſe Prophecies can admit of mo rational Interpretation

A. Yes, and as the Jews in their feveral Diſperſions 
all the World over, were in earneſt ion of Chris 
coming, above 80 Years before his Birth, both from the 
Prophecies of Daniel and other 1 of the old Teſ- 
tament: Theſe Things being often talk'd of among 
the Heathens in the ſeveral Places where they reſided, at 
length inſenſibly grew into Reputation, and might be re- 
ceived among them as Prophecies from their own Oracles, 
and moſt of them became grafted among the Oracles of 
the Sibyn, as if they had come from them: Or perhaps, 
God having ordained that the coming of his Son ſhou'd 
be foreſhewn to the Heathens, might do it from their 
own Oracles. Thus he forced Balaam to prophecy of 
the coming of his Son out of Jacob; thus the Magians 
came from the Eaſt to edge and adore him ; and 
thus he forced the Devils themſelves when caft forth by 
him, to own him to be the Sor of God.
